Mrs. Mary Bober was welcomed as the new member of the Board of Trustees 
after the 1978 election. During the year Elaine Scott and Mandon Bates found it 
necessary to resign, leaving vacancies now filled by Mrs. Edna Dion and Mrs. Bar- 
bara Clark. 

The library continued to share a librarian, Mrs. Joan Willis, with the school under 
a grant made possible by CETA. On June 30, the funding ended and the CETA sup- 
port could not be continued due to federal regulations.

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RECREATION PROGRAM REPORT 


During the third year of the town recreation program, elementary school children, 
teenagers, and adults, have been involved in the program activities. About 500 in- 
dividuals, approximately half the population of New Durham, have participated in 
one or more activities. One of our main goals was to have constructive activities, ap- 
pealing to teenagers, during the afternoon and evening hours. Dances, athletics, arts 
and crafts, outdoor exploration, movies, field trips, swimming lessons and summer 
playground are some of the activities carried on within this program. 

A Parks and Receation Commission Study Group was formed and a fund-raising 
group became a non-profit organization, known as the New Durham Parents for 
Recreation. Both of these groups have helped to better serve the needs of our com- 
munity. Their support helped convince CETA to extend the director’s position 
through March. 

Appreciation and thanks go to the following volunteer coaches: Jim Corson, 
Pierre Loiselle, Boys Basketball, 7-8 grades; Dick Hatch and Jim Kender, Boy’s 
Basketball, 4-6 grade; Bob Tarbox and Ed Coleman, Babe Ruth Baseball; Bob Tar- 
box and Mike Clarke, Daisy BB Gun Safety Course; Jim Wheeler and Frank Par- 
sons, Little League. Joan Willis supplied movies from the State Library for “Friday 
Night at the Movies” and Ms Kathy Gagnon, was the 1978 Red Cross Certified 
Swim Instructor. 

Plans for the future include a town skating area, Senior Citizens workshops, a 
walk-a-thon and expanded summer programs. 

New Durham children won many awards and prizes this year competing within 
the town and with other towns. A full description of all activities and participation 
totals was reported in September in the director’s year-end report and can be seen at 
my office in the school.

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REPORT OF POLICE, HEALTH, 
AND WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


JANUARY 1, 1978 TO DECEMBER 1978 


The Police Department administers the Health and Welfare Departments for the 
Town of New Durham, and is reimbursed by the town for the time spent working 
for these Departments. 

During 1978 the officers in the performance of there duties, worked 5,785 hours 
and traveled 50,528 miles. 97% of the cost was directly related to the Police Depart- 
ment, 2% for the Health Department, and 1% for the Welfare Department. Much 
of the secretarial work was done by a CETA employee, Julie Gordon, and is not 
reflected in the above hours. 

The officers worked 48% of their time on Patrol, 2% on Radar Duty, 6% on Aid 
Rendered, 4% on Criminal Investigation, 4% on Complaint Investigation, 1% on 
Accident Investigation, 3% on Juvenile Cases, 3% on School Traffic, 1% on Train- 
ing, 4% on Special Details, 10% in the Office, 2% in Court, 1% on Cruiser 
Maintenance, 2% for the Department of Health, 1% for Department of Welfare, 
and 8% went to the Town of Middleton for patroling the 2nd division. 

They answered 2,275 calls, investigated 27 accidents, arrested or summoned 110, 
issued 311 warnings, aided other departments 178 times, aid to individuals 258, 
Motor Vehicle Check Up 142, conducted 121 investigations, inspected 22 new 
sewage systems, 25 water samples taken from lakes, ponds and streams around 
town, and 4 cases were helped on Public Welfare with financial assistance or 
transportation. 

Last year I expressed concern over the increase number of accidents, and re- 
quested a Moving Radar. It was approved at the last town meeting. It has done 
everything I had hoped for. Traffic Violations have increased 100%, and accidents 
have dropped 43%. It has reduced the number of hours required on traffic details, 
allowing the cruiser to cover more road, giving more exposure. I feel this is one of 
the reasons our number of burglaries are down and the clearance is way over the na- 
tional average.

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NEW DURHAM FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT FOR 1978 


The Fire Department responded to forty-two calls this year which is an increase of 
44.8 percent. Response time from the time of the tone to when the first unit signed 
on the air was 2.56 minutes. A very good average according to Mutual Aid district 
statistics. Brush and grass fires increased by two, probably due to extremely dry 
weather. Chimney fires are on the increase as more wood is being used to supple- 
ment the high cost of other means of heat. 

In regard to the use of wood stoves the department urges every one to be sure pro- 
per clearances are observed when setting up solid fuel heaters. The intense heat 
generated must be taken into consideration when placing furniture or any combus- 
tible near the heater. 

Firefighters are half way through a 106 hour basic fire fighting course taught by 
New Hampshire State fire instructors. The department sponsored a CPR course at- 
tended by approximately thirty persons this year. 

Firebelles presented the department with three large storage air bottles connected 
in series to refill the smaller bottles used with the fire-fighters self contained 
breathing apparatus. 

The National Fire Prevention and Control Administration and your Fire Depart- 
ment, recommend smoke detectors be placed on each level of your home, preferably 
one in each room. Once in place a monthly test with smoke should be made to be 
sure they are in good operating condition. A piece of string ignited in an ashtray and 
extinguished by placing another ashtray over it, is a safe way to perform this. If bat- 
tery operated, replaced batteries at least once a year.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF 
AND YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New Hampshire 
and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire prevention and suppression 
program that is recognized as superior throughout the United States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local community 
governments have worked together to prevent and combat forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens are ap- 
pointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the members of the State 
Forest Fire staff in this effort. State funds are used to pay one-half the cost of forest 
fire suppression costs incurred by local forest fire organizations, within pay rates 
established by the Governor and Council. State funds matched by local funds are 
used to purchase hand tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews 
and in forest fire prevention work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is permitted only 
after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest Fire Warden. Penalty for 
burning without a permit when one is required is a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one year or both.

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RURAL DISTRICT HEALTH COUNCIL, INC. 
ANNUAL REPORT 1978 


During the past year the Rural District Health Council has seen an increase in ser- 
vices provided by the Council. As the Federal Government studies the cost of health 
care, there is increased interest in home care and preventive medicine, as methods of 
reducing costs and improving health services. The Rural District Health Council 
continues to qualify as a certified home health agency, implementing procedures to 
continue to provide quality care. 

The agency supported the Referral Coordinator at Frisbie Memorial Hospital for 
four years; with the increase in service and cost of the program, the agency looked to 
other sources for financial help. In February of 1978 the hospital agreed to reim- 
burse the agency for this program. Mrs. Marie Dexter, RN continues to fill this posi- 
tion. 

The agency’s priority is the care of the sick services, provided in the home. 

The staff conducts Adult Health Screening clinics on Wednesday. The first and 
third Wednesdays it is held in Farmington. The second in Northwood, the fourth in 
Milton. For a better provision of services the program has changed its schedule and 
is providing the service twice a month in Farmington. This program cares for a great 
number of patients. There have been 595 patients seen, with 174 new patients 
enrolled with 52 direct referrals made. 

The staff also participates in the after care program in cooperation with the Straf- 
ford Guidance Center and Seacoast Counseling Center. 

The council continues Home Health Aide Services through the contract with the 
Strafford County Home Maker, Home Health Aide Association, and the Ports- 
mouth Area Home Maker Home Health Aide Association covering Rockingham 
County Towns. The agency also employs two Home Health Aides, Gail LaRosa and 
Renee’ Wormell. This enables the council to better utilize the aa staff while 
continuing to provide quality care. 

The Child Health Program has once again seen an increase in service. Miss Arlene 
Thorne, RN, coordinator of the program remains on the State Child Health Con- 
ference Committee. Because of the added case load it was necessary to have addi- 
tional help. In August of 1978, Mrs. Paula Davis, RN was employed to work within 
this program and also to act as coordinator of the Elderly Health Screening Pro- 
gram. 

The Child Health Program offers physical examinations, immunizations, teaching 
and counseling for ages 0-6 years with an enrollment of 842 children. It also pro- 
vides a dental program which includes cleaning and flouride treatment twice a year, 
with referrals to local Dentists for follow-up care when needed. This program pro- 
vided service to 513 children 3-6 years with 163 referrals to local Dentists. Home 
visits are provided when necessary to assure continuity of care. This is funded in part 
by the U.S. Dept. of Health Education and Welfare, NH Division of Public Health, 
Bureau of Maternal and Child Health grant and the Rural District Health Council. 

This year the agency has opened its clinics to school children to make it possible 
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for the schools to raise the level of immunity within the school age child. 

The agency is providing the medical component to the Supplemental Food and 
Nutrition Education Program for Women, Infants, and Children, (WIC) in conjunc- 
tion with the Strafford County Prenatal Family Planning Program, Inc. The program 
provided service to 225 children from ages 0-5 years. The food includes, formula, 
dairy products, fruit juices and cereals. 

Transportation being a factor in the areas covered by the agency, the council of- 
fers space to the Strafford County Prenatal and Family Planning Clinic to hold a 
satellite program for family planning once a month. 

The agency’s dedicated staff is Mary Timmons, RN, Supervisor, Arlene Thorne, 
RN, Paula Davis, RN, Marie Dexter, RN, Barbara Drew, RN, Myrtle Walsh, RN, 
JoAnn Pearson, RN, BSN, Betty Coons, RN, Alice Ziegra, RN, BSN, Gail LaRosa, 
Renne’ Wormell, Carl Scholl, RPT, Eleanor Eaton and Junellen Chase. 

With the increased cost of the home visit the council feels it is more realistic to in- 
crease the charge per visit for the care of the sick. The agency continues to feel that 
patients who are not covered by insurance are not expected to pay the full charge. 
The council provides service to any one regardless of ability to pay. This allows the 
per capita request to remain at $1.50, from each town. 

During the past year the council has made 341 skilled nursing visits, 105 Home 
Health Aide visits, 11 Physical Therapy visits, 36 Child Health visits, and 66 
children have attended the Child Health Clinic. |

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REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In response to both an increasing interest in and use of recreation activities and 
facilities in town and the desire of Commission members to direct more of their time 
and activities toward matters of a more conventional conservation definition, the 
Commission, following consultation with the Selectmen, appointed a Parks and 
Recreation Commission Study Group. This committee was charged with the respon- 
sibility to: 1) determine the necessity and advisability of establishing a New Durham 
Parks and Recreation Commission, 2) oversee the town’s fall and winter recreation 
program, and 3) take over the maintenance of the ball field. Pat Lanzetta provided 
the liason between the two groups. Their research has indicated that the need for a 
town sponsored recreation commission does exist and an article to this purpose will 
appear in the Warrant. 

As authorized at last year’s Town Meeting, the Conservation Commission com- 
menced with the repair of the ball field. Under the direction of Ken Shields, loam 
was hauled to the site, the infield was graded, limed, fertilized and seeded and an ir- 
rigation well was installed. The management of the field was then turned over to the 
Parks and Recreation Study Group. Plans to further upgrade the field, using as a 
base the improvements effected during the past year, will be considered at this year’s 
Town Meeting. 

The Commission reviewed 10 applications for Dredge and Fill Permits. None 
were deemed to be of a sufficiently adverse nature to require intervention at the local 
level. 

The Commission’s study of possible town beach locations has been completed. A 
copy of our findings will soon be available at Town Hall. 

The Commission has formed a sub-committee that will be repsonsible for 
assembling and forwarding to the NH Loon Preservation Committee information 
regarding the activities of the Common Loon (Gavia immer) in New Durham. Con- 
sidered the symbol of northern wilderness, the Common Loon population has been 
dramatically reduced throughout New Hampshire and efforts to revive its numbers 
and to reestablish it throughout some of its former territory are in progress. Essen- 
tial to the success of this program is the gathering of as much information as is possi- 
ble regarding the current status of this unique bird. Anyone wishing to act as a 
cooperating observer should contact a Commission member.
